T R O U B L E S O M E W E E D S . 
Two weeds, field cress 
and yellow 
rocket, are causing some inquiry and 
concern among the farmers in parts 
of Ohio this season. 
The continued 
rainy weather has favored the growth 
of these weeds according to Dr. Freda 
Definers assistant 
botanist 
at 
the 
Ohio Experim ent station. 
Field cress is an erect, leafy light 
green plant, often producing five or 
six branches from 
one root 
stalk, 
haring a 
white thickened 
tap root 
and topped by closely set, small white 
flowers. 
Yellow rocket is often m is­ 
taken for com m on mustard, which is 
'resem bles, 
altho * it 
blooms 
much 
earlier. 
1 
Both w eeds belong to the mustard 
family or plants and are either an­ 
nuals or biennials, 
producing 
seeds 
the first year or forming a rosette of 
leaves the first year and 
seeds 
the 


second year. 
The sim plest 
method of 
exterm i­ 
nating these w eeds is to mow' off the 
tops before seeds mature. 
Even 
in 
grain fields they 
can be cut 
before 
the grain is tall enough to be caught 
by the mower. 
As these w eeds are 
propagated from the seed only, one 
or two years of thoro w'ork will be 
sufficient to eradicate them from the 


farm.

In the history of Ohio, written by 
Emllius O. Randall and his colabara- 
tor, Daniel J. 
Ryan, the 
history 
of 
Logan, the famous Mingo chief and 
his family is given more than ordinary 
mention. 
The interest in this famous 
old Indian chief that made this city 
and county an historical spot, and the 
speech delivered under the now fa­ 
mous elm immortal, is likened by 
some historians to the famous dedica­ 
tory speech delivered by Lincoln at 
Gettysburg. 
The father 
of James 
Logan, 
the 
.Mingo chief, says the historian, was 
Shikellamus, according to the Draper 
manuscripts, 
found in 
English 
his­ 
torical archives. Shikellamus was one 
of the most remarkable men of his 
race, 
born in 
Montreal, Canada, of 
French parentage, and, when a child 
was made a captive and adopted into 
the Wolf clan of 
Oneida 
tribe. 
He 
married a woman of the Cayuga na- 
t!on and became an early convert in 
1742 to the Moravian denomination of 
Christians. 
He was previously, as a 
child, baptised in the Catholic faith 
by a priest, 
but he 
repudiated 
his 
Catholic allegiance. 
Logan’s 
father 
was 
a 
personal 
friend of James Logan, secretary to 
William Penn, governor of the prov­ 
ince 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
Shikellamus 
named all his 
children 
after 
this 
friend. 
Hence the name, James Lo­ 
gan given Logan, the famous Mingo 
chief. 
James Logan was the eldest 
son; besides him were three sons and 
three sisters. 
The children of this 
famous (^nieda Indian chief, (who was? 
not an Indian at all) were Tahgahjute 
(Indian description of a man, 
with 
eyelashes sticking out as if looking 
thru or over something, spying and 
shrewd, this was our Logan. 
The Delaware Indians called Logan 
Tachnechdorus, which 
is Indian 
for 
“The branching out of the forest. One 
Sister, married 
a Frenchman named 
CajadOB. 
She died in 1731. 
Another 
sister. Conestoga, fell in 1763, a sac­ 
rifice to the wild ferocity of the Pax­ 
ton rioters, and his 
favorite 
sister, 
Mrs. John Gibson, was killed la the 
Baker cabin massacre at the mouth of 
the Cantina. 
The loss of this sister 
broke up Logan's home and embit­ 
tered him 
towards the 
whites. 
Lo­ 
gin's sister. Mrs. Gibson, with a child 
strapped across her back left Ix>gan’s 
heme to go to the Baker cabin to se­ 
cure milk for her babe. 
In the cabin 
v re three drunken men and one of 
these unbeknown to her. had killed 
her brother. John Petty Logan, a fe.v 
moments 
before she 
entered. 
The 
murderer of her 
brother 
was 
John 
Sappington and this assassian struck 
the poor woman who piteously begged 
mercy for her babe, telling him, it 
was kin to the 
whites. 
The 
dying 
plea of ’ ogan’s sister touched the last 
remaining snark of humanity left in 
the breast of the assassin and he cut 
the strap that hound the little one to 
the mother’s back. 
The 
child 
was 
saved and was 
taken hack 
to 
its 
fattier at Carlisle, Pennsylvania 
“Unhappy” Jake Logan, a brother, 
was killed in a Catawba Indian tribe 
warfare. 
Logan 
had 
a 
younger 
brother, 
Sayughtowa, 
who 
died in 
Pennsylvania. 
John Petty Logan, an­ 
other brother, who was also known by 
the Indian name of Sagageghy, was a 
fearless hunter and lived with Chief 
Loran and his sister, Mrs. Gibson. 
Chief 
Logan's 
father 
died 
at 
Shamokin, 
Pennsylvania, 
and 
was 
buried by the Moravians. 
His mother 
lived up to 1774 
in the same 
state. 
Logan 
came 
with 
his brothers 
to 
Mingo town from 
his home in Penn­ 
sylvania in 1770 and remained there 
until 1773 when he removed to the 
mouth of Yellow creek now Yellow­ 
i n g whore he established a hunting 
camp. 
In the early part of 1774. he 
transferred his dwelling to old Chil­ 
licothe. (Westfall) on the west bank 
of the Scioto in what is now known 
as Darby plains. 
In his 
Chillicothe 
cabin he was not 
distant 
from his 
people, for higher up 
on the 
same 
river at the fork of the Scipio *'* 
! >*• 
Darby, was the present site of Circle­ 
ville. 
Darby was originally known as 
Git a tangy, and the present Olentnngy 
was known in early days as the \\ ii* 
bonding. 
Following the death of his father, 
Logan was reared by the grand coun­ 
cil of 
Onadagas 
to the 
dignity 
of 
Sachem or chief of the Samokin In­ 
dians, and became 
one of 
the 
ten 
Sachems of the Cayugas, his mother's 
tribe, and was later elected chief of 
the Min goes. 
Logan spoke English, 
but could not write the language. 


Logan was twice married. 
His first 
wife was a Cayuga 
Indian 
woman, 
whom 
he married 
in Pennsylvania. 
She bore him several children and 
these following the death of the chief’s 
wife, were placed in the hands of his 
cunt, living among the Conestoga In­ 
dians. 
Logan’s second 
wife 
was a 
Shawnee squaw, a woman of unusual 
intelligence, who spoke English. 
In Logan’s great speech he makes 
mention of his children. 
By this, the 
historian, Randall, says Logan meant 
the people of his tribe. 
It is known 
that Logan’s brother and sister were 
killed In the Greathouse massacre at 
Baker’s cabin, but his children had 
been sent away to the cabin of an 
aunt, among the Conestoga tribe. 
It is well known that the name of 
this county is of Indian origin. 
It is 
a corruption of the spelling of Piqua, 
which is Indian for a man risen from 
the 
ashes. 
Historical 
Indian 
my­ 
thology is given credit for the follow­ 
ing. 
At one time the Shawnee tribe 
was all seated around 
a large 
fire, 
which having barely burnt down when 
a great puffing and blowing was sud­ 
denly observed 
among the 
embers, 
when behold, a man of majestic form 
and godlike mien issued forth front 
the ashes. 
Alfred Lee, secretary to Governor 
Hayes 
and later 
consul-general 
to 
Germany, said 
of Logan’s 
address: 
“Taken in connection with the cir­ 
cumstances, which are said to have in­ 
ured it this is one of tho 
most pa­ 
thetic deliverances in all literature. In 
brevity, simplicity and directness of 
appeal, as well as in the immortality 
of its thoughts, it bears a striking re­ 
semblance to Abraham Lincoln’s dedi­ 
catory address at Gettysburg.”

Joseph Bonaparte, E x-R ulcr 
of Spain, Refugee There. 


A few citizens of the United States 
at one time had the rare privilege of 
neighboring with a king, for Joseph 
Bonaparte, after wearing the crown of 
Spain and Naples, spent the remainder 
of his life as a country gentleman on 
his magnificent estate near Borden­ 
town. N. J., writes Irene Cowan Tap 
pert in Country Life. 
What 
a 
picturesque 
figure, 
this 
Frenchman, brother to the great Cor­ 
sican, Napoleon ! Once playing a lead­ 
ing part In a brilliant world drama, 
later we find him going about 
tile 
commonplace duties of a landholder, 
clad in a favorite old tramping suit 
and a faded hat. Suave and courteous, 
he won universal respect and admira­ 
tion. 
The idea of selecting New Jersey 
as a place of residence originally 
came from Napoleon while he was still 
emperor of France. 
On one occasion, 
in the presence of Joseph and several 
of his officers, he unrolled a map of 
the United States and indicated a spot 
half way between New York and Phil- j 
adelphia, saying: 
“If I am ever forced to fly to Amer­ 
ica, I shall settle th e re — where I can 
receive the earliest intelligence from 
France by ships arriving at either 
port.” 
Later, when preparing for his es­ 
cape, Joseph sent a final message to 
his brother urging him to go in ins 
steud and seek refuge in the quiet 
spot he had previously selected, which 
offer, as may be imagined, was imme­ 
diately declined. 
Joseph’s escape to America os nar­ 
rated by his secretary, Matllird, in 
“Bonaparte’s Park and the Murats,” 
tells us that the vessel selected for 


I the Journey was a small, common* 
looking brig, the Commerce, weighing 
200 tons, and loaded with a cargo of 
Bordeaux wines. 
A 
skillful 
captain, 
Messervey, 
a 
Swede, was in command of the Com­ 
merce. 
Three times the vessel was 
stopped 
on 
the 
high 
seas 
and 
searched 
by 
English 
frigates 
who 
were on the lookout 
for 
the de­ 
throned emperor, but so carefully had 
the papers and the passports been 
prepared that even the captain did not 
know the identity of his distinguished 
passengers until after the vessel had 
landed. 
On the following day, in blaz­ 
ing 
headlines, 
Messervey 
read 
all 
about the voyage and the successful 
escape of a former crowned head of 
Europe. 
The city of Philadelphia became the 
first place of residence for Count de 
Survllllers, 
which 
was 
the 
former 
king’s title In this country, and he first 
occupied a house on Ninth street, later 
renting one of the ten pretentious 
houses of the Girard trust fund in 
Girard row, located on Chestnut street 
below Twelfth. 
He lived in apparent 
comfort 
for 
tim 
space 
of several 
years. 
Soon after his arrival in America 
Joseph had applied to the legislature 
of New Jersey for permission to hold 
real estate without becoming natural­ 
ized. 
Appreciating his peculiar posi­ 
tion. the legislature, after due consid­ 
eration. complied with his request. 
Tile count 
then 
purchased 
some 
land. 
His real estate consisted of ten 
farms on the banks of Crosswicks 
creek, extending up to the opposite 
village of Groverville, and a park of 
about 1,000 acres. 
This park, known 
as Bonaparte’s park, was situated on 
an elevated plateau near Bordentown.
